dots Hia Deserts at the Hands of 


His Victim. 


SHOT DOWN IN HIS PERFIDY LIKE S DOG 


The Guilty Partner ol His Sin Reserved 


for a Worse Fate—Doomed to Live 


as a Targe for the Finger 


of Scorn. 


PARIS, Fob. 10.—A brief dispatch 


from Cannes announces the killing of 
M. Emlle Aboille, a Frenchman, by 
Mr. Edward Parker Deacon, a promi- 
nent American banker of Paris, who re- 
turned vincxpecleclly to Cannes anil 
found Abeille in his wife's room in. a 
compromising position. 


Another account Hays that Mr. Dea- 


con knocked angrily at the door of his 
wife's room, upon arriving1 ac the hotel, 
and when the latter admitted him, it 
was clear from the appearance of both 
Mrs, Deacon and M. Abeiilc, who was 
in her company, that the husband had 
ffood grouml.s to conclude that his TV We 
hud been unfaithful to him. She is 
said to have fallen upon her knee^ and 
to have implored Mr. Deacon, to have 
mercy upon her, aud the latter seems 
to have been content to turn his pistol 
upon tho guilty friend, who is now re- 
ported to have died from tho effects of 
the shot he received at Mr. Deacon's 
hands. 
The ait'air 
has caused the 


wildest kind of excitement in Cannes, 
and it finds startling echo here where 
all the parties 
concerned arc well 


knoww, Both Mr. and Mrs. Deacon are 
connected with some of the best fami- 
lies in the United States. 


Mr. 
Deacon, 
after 
shooting M. 


Abeille, is reported to have sent sev- 
eral cable messages to the United 
States and to Paris, and to have quietly 
submitted to arrest. 


Humor has it that Mr. Deacon's un- 


expected return to Cannes was caused 
by the receipt of an anonymous letter, 
said to have been written by a jealous 
woman, who notified the American 
banker that if he roUirned to the Hotel 
Kplandklc ut a certain hour, without 
giving" his wife any warning, he would 
undoubtedly find her in a compromis- 
ing position with one of his (Mr, Dea- 
con's) best friends. 


Mrs, 
Deacon is said to be tStterly 


prostrated with grief and shame, ana 
to have announced her intention, of tak- 
ing her own life. 


Later details just received hero show 


that Mr, Deacon reached tho Hotel 
yplendido on his return from this city, 
at midnight nlmost to the minute, and 
that after exchanging a few words with 
thu hotel porter on duty, he went 
•straight to his wife's bedroom. Mrs, 
Deacon, it appears, had no idea that 
her husband \\ ould return so soon. She 
had parted with him on the understand- 
ing1 that ho ivonld remain 5u 1'aris for 
.••OHIO days. Indeed, "Mr. Deacon is said 
to have sent liis wife a telegraphic mc&- 
faage announc'mg his safe arrival here, 
and to have started back for Cannes 
soon afterwards, 


When Mr. Deacon burst into his 


wife's bedroom ho found, 
the story 


has it, his wife in bed, and M, Abeille 
standing partly naked by her bedside, 
evidently having sprung out of bed 
with the intention of escaping from 
Mrs. 
Deacon's apartments when ho 


hoard tho noise at the door caused by 
Mr. Deacon's unexpected return. Mr. 
Deacon, according1 to rumor, bitterly 
reproached his wiEc, while he kept M. 
Aoeillo covering under the barrel of a 
pistol which he hold pointed at the 
Frenchman's breast. 


After having reproached his wife, 


who moaned with fear, crawled from 
tho bud and fuH upon her knees arid 
pitcoubly pleaded for him to forgive 
her, tho American is said to hare turned 
his righteous wrath upon Jit. Abcillc, 
who had professed tho utmost friend- 
ship for the man he had deceived and 
who had thus been able to worm him- 
self into the confidence of the too con- 
fiding1 husband. After hurling some 
bltto", contemptuous words at M. 
Abeillo, Mr. Deacon fired three shots 
at the half-naked 
Frenchman, who 


hcrcamed with agfmy and fall back and 
died on the mat before the bed of the 
wife of the fi-ienrt he had so basely de- 
ceived. 


Mr. Deacon, after gazing for u mo- 


ment with supreme contempt at the 
lifeless body oE his wife's lover, is said 
to have turned once more to hia wife, 
who was shivering and trembling, pale 
with the agony of death, on her knees 
close to the spot where her lover lay 
bathed in his blood, and to have said in 
substance: 


"I have a good mind to kill you ns 


I have killed that dirty dog; but, kill- 
ing is too good for you. You shall be 
reserved for a worse fate. 
You shall 


live to have the finger of scorn pointed at 
you during the restof your life. 
Never 


let me see your deceitful face again," 


Mrs. 
Deacon, at these words, it is 


claimed, gave a long shriek of horror 
nncl fell Jlat on her face. She was 
picked up insensible by the hotel at- 
tendants and a crowd of guests who 
had rushed to the scene of the tragedy, 
attracted by the sound of the shooting 


Tn falling1 the guilty woman had be- 


Bpattored herself with some of the 
blood of her dead lover, aniJ tho first 
impression formed by the hotel ser- 
vants and guests who appeared upon 
the scene, was that Mr. Deacon had 
killed his wife after or before killing 
her paramour. But she revived shortly 
after being placed upon the bed she had 
dishonored and piteously begged to bo 
conciliated to another room. 


Tho body of M. Abeille, in the mean- 


while, had been placed in an adjoining 
apartment, and Mrs. Deacon's four 
young children, who wore stopping at 
the hotel with their parents, wero con- 
ducted to another part of tho building, 
whore their father arid kind friends did 
their best to pacify them. It wua evi- 
dent from the first that Mr. Deacon had 
tlio sympathy of everybody in and 
ft bout the hotel, and that even the 
police oflieiivis were loath to interfere 


with him, for he was allowed to pass 
;he rest of the night at tho Hotel 
Splendide without being taken, into 
custody, and he could have escaped a 
Uundrcd times over had he so desired. 


Jt is difficult to imagine the sensa- 


tion this tragedy has caused, not onlj 
nmong the 
Americans abroad, but 


among all foreigners travelling in Eu- 
rope. 
ML-, and Mrs, Deacon led in the 


highest class of continental society. 
They were leaders at all the balls, 
fetes, 
receptions, races, 
charitable 


meetings and other social gatherings 
frequented by the very best people on 
the continent. They were received by 
everybody and were known to thou- 
sands of people in the best circles. 
They had always been admired by 
their 
friends 
and 
were

upon as being a most happy, do- 
voted 
couple, 
proud 
of 
their 


four young children, and satisfied in 
every way with their condition in life. 
Thej* seemed to be wealthy, lived in. 
first-class stylo, and their names were 
to be found upon all the lists of sub- 
scribers to charitable or social funds.

Do neon was a most attractive 


woman, with exquisite taste, and was 
naturally the object of considerable at- 
tention upon tho part of the gentlemen, 
Mrs, 
Deacon, it was noticed, seemed to 


take ulensure in being thus courted, 
ancl seemed to delight to sun herself in 
the smiles of as many admirers as pos- 
sible. Nobotl.v, however, for a moment 
imagined that she was engaged in any- 
thing more than little harmless ilirta- 
tions, and 
the person who would 


have suggested that she could be un- 
faithful to her manly American hus- 
band would Juivti been looked upon as 
little short of a lunatic. 


It is true that, recently, it was whis- 


pered that M. Emile Abcille, who was 
so well known in society, was a little 
too attentive to charming Mrs. Deacon; 
but, then it was adcUul, he was a great 
friend ol Sir. Deacon, and that seemed 
to explain matters to tho satisfaction 
of most everybody. 


M. Abeillo was a prominent man-

motive cab to signal the engineer -when] 
to stop and start mil soon bo a thing of 
tho past. A new air train signal is fast 
talcing the place of the bell or gong, and1 
already all tlio passenger coaches on the1 
Lake Shoro and "Wabash railroads arej 
equipped with the air signal instead of | 
the bell, The air signal is worked by! 
means of a small rubber or iron tube] 
that runs tinder tlio coaches, like the air) 
pipes to work tlio air brakes. In the, 
locomotivo cab there is an iron whistle,! 
and when Uio conductor desires to stop| 
the train ho pulls on a short rope or lever 
that allows the air to escape and the] 
whistlo in the cab sounds the signal. Jti 
is claimed that this is much superior to, 
tho bell arrangement, for the reason that' 
it works better on a long train.

Tho bell sometimes failed to respond 


on long trains, and serious accidents oc- 
curred on that account. The bellrope 
was also a handy thing for train robbers 
to cut in order to prevent an alarm while 
they were looting tho wealth of the pas-[ 
eengcrs.

SIR: 
I have tba honor to acknowledge tho 


receipt of tho resolution of tho house of repre- 
sentatives, dated tho 13th ultimo, as follows; 


"Itesoivad, That the secretary oC the treasury 


be, and ho ia hereby requested to Inform this 
house, whether at itny titno since tho fonr-nnd- 
ono-hulf per cent, bonds become duo, thtro has 
been sufficient funds in the treasury to pay the 
same; and if so, by what authority he has «9- 
sumed to continue any of such bonds at U -per 
cent, interest, and why tho samo trere not all 
prtid at tho time said bonds TPoro duo " 


In reply I have to state that the boiida of the 
4^ per cent, loau became redeemable, at the 
pleasure of the 17aitod States, after September 
1, 1891. They did not become duo on that date, 
bnt under the provisions ot the act of couuroaa 
by which they were authorized, the United 
States then acquired and now has tha option of 
redeeming thorn at its pleasure upon throe 
months' notice to tb? holders. 


Tho amount of 4]a per cent, bonds outstand- 


ing July 1, 1801, was $60,808,800, and tho cnsb 
balance in tho troosury August 31, 1801, before 
any of them bad boon redeemed was 8160,274,- 
SSiM. In view of tho reduction of available 
balance which the redemption of the loan would 
at that time have effected, it waa believed that 
its continuance at a lower rate of intorost would 
be a prudent and profitable transaction, nil tho 
benefits of which, and not any dtsud\antagee 
would accrue to the United States 


The authority under which the bonds wore 


permitted to continue as a part of tho interest- 
bearing1 debt is contained jn tho act which au- 
thorized their issue. As stutodiibove tbebomla 
did not become duo 
Tho United States had 


tho undoubted ripbt to defer their redemption 
indefinitely, meanwhile paying to the holden 
quarterly us it should accrue, tho intovost 
thereon. But some of tho holders were willing, 
without imposing <my conditions, tu accept a 
lower r«ta of iutorofit thaa that specified in tho 
bond; and the offers ol such holders to take t'uo 
lowr rnto, when nticomp.mipd by a release, un- 
der sea], ol' tho rc-ronimlGr of thfinterobt, wove 
accepted, tho United States in tho meantime 
retaining nil its rights in tfio premises. 


In tljjs connection I doom it proper to stalo 


that the Forty-seventh conjrress by legislation 
respecting tho bonds than outstanding bearing 
interest ut 8*3 per cent, indicated its approval oC 
the action of my distinguished predecessor who 
had during tho recess then just prissod contin- 
ued at 3i.j ppr cent. 5679,500,050 of tho five and 
HIS par c«nt. bonds which had become redeem- 
able.

Capital Statesmen Discussing tbe 


Application of the New Law 


A telegrom from Springfield states 


that members ot the Prohibition party in 
that part of the state are very seriously 
disturbed over one feature ol the Austra- 
lian ballot law. Heretofore in party con- 
ventions in many counties it has been 
the habit to allow women seals and to 
permit them to vote on nominations. It 
now appears doubtful, to say the least, 
whether this can be done in future. 


The meaning of the term "qualified 


voter," as used in the Australian ballot 
law, is what has started this discussion. 
The law provides: 


Any convention of delegates, and any 


caucus or meeting of qnalifled voters, as 
hereinafter defined, nno individual voters 
Co the number add-in the manner herein- 
after specified, may nominate candidates 
for public office, whose names shall be 
placed upon the ballots to be famished 
as hereinafter provided. 


The Prohibitionists who have looked to 


the active women of the party for so 
much of iheir sympathy and support in 
their conventions, now admit that the 
new law will mak? it impossible for 
women to be delegates to town, city, 
oounty or state conventions, unless the 
women's school election law would make 
women "qualified voters" within the 
meaning of Australian law. There is 
only one convention, probably, in which 
women could, therefore, nit as delegate?, 
and that is the National convention. 
Some do not take this view ot the law, 
and bold that women can still participate 
in conventions,
